ARTISTS 

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 

Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  Associate  Conductor  Laureate  of  the  Boston  Pops,  founder  and  Conduc- 
tor Laureate  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  and  music  director  of  the  Bos- 
ton Classical  Orchestra.  In  September  1992  he  was  named  music  director  of  the  Toronto  Pops 
Orchestra,  with  which  he  leads  an  annual  series  of  concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  retired  in  1987  from 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  first  violin  section.  A native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts, 
he  is  a graduate  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He 
studied  violin  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal  as  a fellowship  student  at  Berlin’s  Hochschule 
fur  Musik  and  later  studied  conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the  Domain  School  in  Maine. 

He  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  Serge  Koussevitzky. 

Active  as  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Dickson  has  conducted  Pops  concerts  with  many  orchestras 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada,  with  the  Jerusalem  Symphony  in  Israel,  and  with 
the  Ulster  Symphony  in  Ireland.  In  addition,  he  remains  active  as  a conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  orchestras  at  Symphony  Hall,  on  the  Esplanade,  and  in  other 
areas  of  New  England. 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous  awards,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des 
Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He  has  been  honored  by  the  National  Conference 
of  the  Humanities  and  by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a national  honor  and  professional  association  in 
education.  In  1975  the  city  of  Somerville  dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of  Fine  Arts 
and  Humanities  in  its  Winter  Hill  Community  School,  and  in  1983  the  Boston  Public  Schools 
honored  him  by  dedicating  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  in  the  Roland  Hayes  Divi- 
sion of  Music  at  Madison  Park  High  School.  In  November  1991  the  city  of  Boston,  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  Boston  Fenway  Group  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  dedicated  “Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  Park”  on  Westland  Avenue  near  Symphony  Hall.  Mr.  Dickson  holds  honorary  de- 
grees from  many  local  colleges  and  universities,  and  from  the  American  College  of  Greece. 

Renowned  as  a raconteur,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  delighted  audiences  with  his  personal 
recollections  of  many  of  the  world’s  great  artists  and  with  his  informed  and  witty  anecdotes 
about  life  “behind  the  scenes”  at  Symphony  Hall.  He  has  incorporated  many  of  these  recollec- 
tions into  his  books.  Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Please!,  an  entertaining  compilation  about  music 
and  musicians,  and  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops.  In  addition,  he  furthered  the  part-time 
conducting  career  of  his  close  friend,  the  late  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  coun- 
tries of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Through  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts, 
which  he  founded  in  1959  and  which  have  been  the  model  for  such  concerts  across  the  country, 
Mr.  Dickson  has  built  bridges  between  the  stage  of  Symphony  Hall  and  the  wider  world. 
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RONALD  FELDMAN 

Since  joining  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  cello 
section  in  1967  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  Ronald  Feldman 
has  received  critical  acclaim  for  a wide  variety  of  musical 
achievements.  Increasingly  in  demand  as  a conductor, 
Mr.  Feldman  was  appointed  Assistant  Conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  1989,  a position  he  held 
through  1993.  Formerly  music  director  and  conductor 
of  the  Worcester  Sjmiphony  Orchestra  and  of  the  Boston 
new  music  ensemble  Extension  Works,  Mr.  Feldman 
was  also  music  director  and  conductor  for  five  seasons 
of  the  New  England  Philharmonic.  In  1988  he  and  the 
New  England  Philharmonic  were  awarded  the  American 
Symphony  Orchestra  League’s  ASCAP  Award  for  Adven- 
turesome Programming  of  Contemporary  Music.  Mr. 
Feldman  has  been  conductor  of  the  Berkshire  Sym- 
phony since  the  1989-90  season.  With  that  ensemble, 
he  received  his  second  ASCAP  Award  for  Adventuresome 
Programming  of  Contemporary  Music,  for  the  1990-91 
season.  In  1992  Mr.  Feldman  appeared  as  guest  conduc- 
tor with  the  Rochester  Philharmonic.  He  has  also  ap- 
peared as  guest  conductor  with  the  St.  Louis  Symphony, 
the  Berkshire  Symphony,  the  Pro  Arte  Chamber  Orches- 
tra, the  Springfield  Symphony,  the  MIT  Experimental 
Studio,  and  the  Albany  Sjonphony. 

Born  in  Brooklyn  and  a graduate  of  Boston  University, 
Ronald  Feldman  has  taught  at  Brown  University  and 
Brandeis  University;  he  currently  teaches  at  the  Tangle- 
wood  Music  Center  and  at  the  Boston  Conservatory, 
where  he  is  conductor  of  the  orchestra  and  chairman 
of  the  string  department. 


BRUCE  HANGEN 

A frequent  Boston  Pops  guest  conductor,  Bruce  Hangen  is  Artistic  Director  and  Principal 
Conductor  of  the  Omaha  Symphony  Orchestra.  Having  spent  eight  years  as  Music  Director  and 
Conductor  of  that  orchestra,  Mr.  Hangen  was  promoted  in  August  1992  to  his  current  position, 
a promotion  that  coincided  with  his  decision  to  leave  the  Omaha  Symphony  at  the  end  of  the 
1994-95  season.  As  music  director,  Mr.  Hangen  initiated  and  oversaw  substantial  growth  of  the 
orchestra’s  activities,  including  the  doubling  of  its  classical  series  concerts,  the  expansion  of 
the  pops  programs,  and  the  creation  of  such  new  programs  as  the  Magic  Carpet  concerts,  after- 
noon matinees,  family  series,  and  the  annual  “Magic  of  Christmas’’  concerts.  Mr.  Hangen  has 
been  responsible  for  many  commissions  and  has  led  more  than  two  dozen  world  premiere  per- 
formances. The  Omaha  Symphony’s  1992  celebration  of  the  Native  American,  entitled  “West 
Meets  West,”  received  national  acclaim  and  was  featured  on  CBS  Sunday  Morning.  Bruce 
Hangen  has  led  such  important  American  orchestras  as  the  New  York  Philharmonic,  Minnesota 
Orchestra,  Baltimore  Symphony,  Atlanta  Symphony,  and  New  Jersey  Symphony.  He  has  had 
repeat  engagements  with  the  Tulsa  and  Rochester  philharmonics,  the  Grand  Rapids  and 
Spokane  symphony  orchestras,  and  the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  orchestras. 
Before  coming  to  Omaha,  Bruce  Hangen  served  for  ten  seasons  ( 1 976-86)  as  music  director  and 
conductor  of  the  Portland  (Maine)  Symphony.  His  earlier  background  includes  six  years  with 
the  Denver  Symphony,  as  assistant  and  associate  conductor,  four  years  as  music  director  of  the 
Arapahoe  Chamber  Orchestra  in  Denver,  six  summers  as  assistant  conductor  of  the  Colorado 
Philharmonic  (now  the  National  Repertory  Orchestra),  and  positions  as  assistant  conductor  of 
the  Syracuse  Symphony  and  Buffalo  Philharmonic  and  faculty  conductor  at  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music.  A graduate  of  the  Eastman  School  of  Music  with  a major  in  conducting,  Bruce 
Hangen  was  a Condueting  Fellow  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  for  two  summers.  He  was 
awarded  an  honorary  doctorate  from  the  University  of  New  England,  and  in  Omaha  was  the 
recipient  of  the  ICAN  Foundation’s  1990  Browning  Award  for  Career  Excellence  and  Vision.  He 
maintains  a strong  commitment  to  education  in  the  arts  by  serving  as  an  involved  overseer  of 
his  own  orchestra’s  programs  and  by  conducting  youth  orchestras  across  the  country. 
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RONALD  KNUDSEN 


A Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  violinist  since  1965,  Ronald  Knudsen  has  been  music  director 
and  conductor  of  the  Newton  Symphony  Orchestra  since  1982;  prior  to  that  he  was  the  Newton 
Symphony’s  concertmaster  and  associate  conductor  for  three  seasons.  From  1970  until  1988 
he  was  active  with  the  Brockton  Symphony  Orchestra,  first  as  concertmaster  and  associate 
conductor,  and  from  1983  to  1988  as  music  director/conductor.  Before  coming  to  Boston,  Mr. 
Knudsen  was  a member  of  the  Baltimore  and  Detroit  symphony  orchestras.  He  received  his 
early  musical  training  at  the  MacPhail  School  of  Music  in  Minneapolis.  From  1952  to  1959  he 
studied  at  the  Peabody  Conservatory  of  Music  in  Baltimore,  where  his  violin  teacher  was  William 
Kroll.  While  a student  at  Peabody,  he  also  taught  in  the  Preparatory  Department.  In  1958  he  was 
a fellowship  student  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center,  where  he  was  concertmaster  and  soloist 
with  the  TMC  Orchestra.  Mr.  Knudsen  has  been  heard  frequently  as  soloist  and  in  chamber 
music  recitals.  He  has  been  soloist  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  the  Newton  Symphony,  and 
the  symphony  orchestras  of  Brockton,  Wellesley,  and  Worcester.  For  ten  years  he  performed  with 
the  new  music  ensemble  Collage,  of  which  he  was  the  original  violinist.  Mr.  Knudsen  was  a 
founder  in  1970  of  the  Curtisville  Consortium,  which  gives  chamber  concerts  each  summer  in 
Stockbridge,  Massachusetts;  he  is  currently  music  director  of  that  ensemble.  He  is  a former 
faculty  member  of  the  Boston  University  Tanglewood  Institute  and  the  All  Newton  Music  School . 
During  the  127th  Worcester  Music  Festival  he  conducted  the  Worcester  Symphony  Orchestra 
with  guest  soloists  Rudolf  Nureyev  and  members  of  the  Paris  Opera  ballet  corps.  In  June  1990 
he  made  his  conducting  debut  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  with  concerts  featur- 
ing his  son,  BSO  cellist  Sato  Knudsen,  as  soloist.  Since  that  time,  he  has  led  the  BPEO  during 
the  spring  and  Christmas  Pops  seasons,  making  his  most  recent  appearance  in  May  1994. 


JOHANNA  FIEDLER 


Bom  in  Boston,  Johanna  Fiedler  spent  her  childhood 
here  and  attended  the  Winsor  School.  She  received  her 
bachelor’s  degree  from  Sarah  Lawrence  College,  where 
she  studied  piano,  harpsichord,  and  viola — instru- 
ments she  began  studying  in  her  youth.  Following 
graduation,  Ms.  Fiedler  served  as  an  intern  with  the 
National  Symphony  Orchestra  in  Washington,  D.C., 
where  she  started  in  the  press  office  and  ended  up  the 
orchestra’s  publicity  director.  She  remained  with  the 
National  Symphony  through  the  opening  of  the  John 
F.  Kennedy  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  in  1971,  at 
which  time  she  moved  to  New  York  to  join  the  staff  of  the 
New  York  Philharmonic.  There  she  served  as  assistant 
press  director  and  editor  of  the  orchestra’s  program 
book,  a job  that  introduced  her  to  writing  about  music. 
In  1975  Johanna  Fiedler  moved  to  the  Metropolitan 
Opera,  serving  as  associate  press  representative  and 
eventually  general  press  representative  for  the  organiza- 
tion. While  at  the  Met,  she  traveled  across  the  United 
States  and  abroad,  orchestrating  concert  tours  and 
publicity  arrangements.  In  1989  Ms.  Fiedler  became 
managing  director  of  performing  arts  at  the  92nd  Street 
Y in  New  York,  overseeing  a season  of  more  than  two 
hundred  classical  music  concerts  and  managing  the 
New  York  Chamber  Symphony,  the  Y’s  resident  orches- 
tra. By  the  end  of  1990,  however,  she  decided  to  write 
professionally,  fulfilling  a lifelong  interest  in  writing. 

For  the  past  four  years,  she  has  done  freelance  work, 
although  most  of  her  energy  has  been  focused  on  writ- 
ing Arthur  Fiedler;  Papa,  the  Pops,  and  Me,  a biographi- 
cal memoir  of  her  father.  Johanna  Fiedler  lives  in  New 
York  and  also  makes  occasional  appearances  as  a nar- 
rator with  symphony  orchestras  or  as  the  host  of  Pops 
concerts.

TANGLEWOOD  FESTIVAL  CHORUS 

John  Oliver,  Conductor 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  was  organized  in  the 
spring  of  1970,  when  founding  conductor  John  Oliver 
became  director  of  vocal  and  choral  activities  at  the 
Tanglewood  Music  Center;  the  chorus  will  celebrate  its 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  in  April  1995.  Co-sponsored  by 
the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  and  Boston  University, 
and  originally  formed  for  performances  at  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra's  summer  home,  the  chorus  was 
soon  playing  a major  role  in  the  BSO’s  Symphony  Hall 
season  as  well.  Now  the  official  chorus  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 
is  made  up  of  members  who  donate  their  services,  per- 
forming in  Boston,  New  York,  and  at  Tanglewood,  work- 
ing with  Music  Director  Seiji  Ozawa,  John  Williams  and 
the  Boston  Pops,  and  such  prominent  guest  conductors 
as  Bernard  Haitink,  Roger  Norrington,  and  Simon  Rat- 
tle. The  chorus  has  also  collaborated  with  Seiji  Ozawa 
and  the  BSO  on  numerous  recordings,  most  recently 
Berlioz’s  Requiem  on  RCA  Victor  Red  Seal.  The  chorus 
may  also  be  heard  on  two  Christmas  albums  with  John 
Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra:  Joy  to  the 
World,  on  Sony  Classical,  and  We  Wish  You  a Merry 
Christmas,  on  Philips. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus,  John  Oliver  is  conductor  of  the  MIT  Chamber 
Chorus  and  MIT  Concert  Choir,  a senior  lecturer  in 
music  at  MIT,  and  conductor  of  the  John  Oliver  Chorale, 
which  he  founded  in  1977.  His  recent  appearances  as  a 
guest  conductor  have  included  performances  of 
Mozart’s  Requiem  with  the  New  Japan  Philharmonic 
and  Shin  Yu-Kai  Chorus,  and  Mendelssohn’s  Elijah 
with  the  Berkshire  Choral  Institute.  Mr.  Oliver  made  his 
Boston  Symphony  conducting  debut  at  Tanglewood  in 
1985.

A graduate  of  the  State  University  of  New 
York  (Fredonia),  Mr.  Miller  pursued  additional  studies  at  the  Peabody  Conservatory  in  Balti- 
more, where  he  was  assistant  conductor  under  Gregg  Smith.  He  has  received  a fellowship  from 
the  Music  Critics  Association  of  America  and  served  on  two  national  commissions  for  the  honor- 
ary music  fraternity  Phi  Mu  Alpha  Sinfonia.  In  1986  the  College  Choir  recorded,  under  his  direc- 
tion, an  album  of  Christmas  and  Advent  music  entitled  Lo.  He  Comes!,  which  has  received 
favorable  national  attention.

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NOTES  ON  THE  PROGRAMS 


The  programs  for  the  1994  Christmas  Pops  concerts 
feature  selections  with  a Christmas  or  winter  theme  by 
composers  past  and  present.  Here  are  notes  on  some  of 
the  different  pieces  to  be  heard  this  holiday  season. 

Boston’s  own  Daniel  Pinkham  (b.  1923)  has  composed 
widely  in  many  genres,  including  two  symphonies,  but 
he  is  particularly  known  for  his  choral  work,  much  of  it 
intended  for  church  use  or  church  festivals.  His  practi- 
cal sense  has  come  from  many  years  of  experience  as 
music  director  at  King’s  Chapel,  and  he  has  also  been 
on  the  faculty  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  since 
1959.  The  Christmas  Cantata  ( 1958)  for  chorus  and 
brass  instruments  is  one  of  his  most  frequently  per- 
formed pieces. 

The  best-known  “Hallelujah”  chorus  ever  written 
comes  from  Messiah  of  George  Frideric  Handel  ( 1685- 
1759):  oddly  enough,  the  work,  composed  in  1741,  took 
some  years  to  achieve  popularity  in  London.  This 
chorus,  however,  with  its  flexible  yet  resilient  alterna- 
tion of  long  melodic  phrases  and  short  outbursts  of 
“Hallelujah!,”  eventually  became  one  of  the  most  fre- 
quently performed  choral  compositions  in  the  world. 
Handel’s  oratorios  were  famous  in  England  but  largely 
unknown  on  the  Continent  until  a musical  diplomat, 
Baron  Gottfried  van  Swieten,  brought  them  back  to 
Vienna  and  began  arranging  for  performances  there  in 
the  1780s.  He  asked  Mozart  to  arrange  the  orchestra 
part  for  modern  use,  since  the  Baroque  continuo  was 
no  longer  practiced.  Mozart  arranged  several  Handel 
oratorios  for  those  revivals,  enriching  them  with  won-

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derful  wind  parts  not  in  the  original.  It  is  Mozart’s  ver- 
sion that  will  be  heard  at  these  performances. 

Film  music  is  represented  in  these  Christmas  pro- 
grams with  a very  recent  work  amd  one  from  more  than 
sixty  years  ago.  The  selections  from  Home  Alone  draw 
upon  the  score  by  John  Williams  (b.  1932)  for  the  hit 
film,  which,  in  addition  to  energetic  slapstick,  evokes 
the  longing  for  family  togetherness  at  Christmas  time. 
Russian  composer  Sergei  Prokofiev  ( 1891-1953)  com- 
posed the  music  for  the  1933  film  Lieutenant  Kije,  a 
satiric  comedy  set  in  the  court  of  Tsar  Paul  I.  One  of  the 
most  popular  segments  of  the  score  is  a musical  depic- 
tion of  a ride  in  a troika,  a sleigh  drawn  by  three  horses. 

When  Ralph  Vaughan  Williams  ( 1872- 1958)  composed 
his  opera  Sir  John  in  Love,  featuring  Shcikespeare’s 
great  comic  creation  Falstaff,  he  used  the  Bard’s  actual 
words  (though  naturally  much  abridged),  sprinkled 
with  some  lovely  Elizabethan  song  lyrics.  One  of  these 
is  the  best-known  of  all  early  English  songs,  “Green- 
sleeves,”  mentioned  by  Shakespeare  and  printed  by  the 
early  seventeenth  century.  The  melody  is  cdso  used  in 
the  familiar  Christmas  carol  “What  Child  Is  This?” 

Emil  Waldteufel  ( 1837-1915)  was  the  French  equiva- 
lent of  Johann  Strauss,  composing  elegant  and  charm- 
ing waltzes  of  which  Les  Patineurs  (“The  Skaters”)  from 
1882  is  by  far  the  most  famous. 

Operas  and  ballets  often  have  a Christmas  theme. 

The  ballet  The  Nutcracker,  with  its  story  of  Christmas 
gifts  and  magical  transformations,  has  become  a sea- 
sonal tradition  a century  after  Peter  Ilyich  Tchaikovsky 
( 1840-93)  composed  it.  Nikolai  Rlmsky-Korsakov  ( 1844- 
1908)  is  best  known  outside  of  Russia  as  a composer 
of  purely  orchestral  music,  but  he  also  wrote  a dozen 
operas,  and  these  contain  mamy  wonderful  orchestral 
interludes  as  well.  Christmas  Eve,  composed  in  1894- 
95,  tells  of  wondrous  and  miraculous  events  that  take 
place  on  the  blessed  night.  The  polonaise  is  one  of  the 
most  familiar  parts  of  the  score.  The  German  composer 
Engelbert  Humperdinck  ( 1854- 1921 ) was  an  ardent 
devotee  of  Wagner’s  music,  and  assisted  him  in  prepara- 
tions for  the  world  premiere  of  Parsifal.  Humperdinck 
went  on  to  write  operas  himself,  of  which  the  most  suc- 
cessful, by  any  measure,  was  based  on  the  familiar  fairy 
tale  recounted  by  the  Brothers  Grimm  of  Hansel  and 
Gretel.  The  opera  combined  fantasy  and  tunefulness 
with  Wagnerian  symphonic  elaboration — an  unlikely 
combination,  but  one  that  worked  in  this  piece. 

A popular  element  in  many  Christmas  stories  is  that 
of  toys  coming  to  life,  as  they  do  in  The  Nutcracker. 

Early  in  this  century,  families  went  to  see 
the  Christmas  show  of  America’s  greatest 
operetta  composer,  Victor  Herbert  ( 1859- 
1924),  whose  Babes  in  Toyland  ( 1904) 
featured  the  wonderful  “March  of  the 
Toys,”  in  which  toy  soldiers  came  to  life 
and  paraded,  with  stiff-legged  gait, 
across  the  stage.  The  “Parade  of  the 
Wooden  Soldiers"  by  Leon  Jessel  ( 1871- 
1942),  a German  composer  of  operettas 
and  light  music,  evokes  the  same 
charming  image.

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  Associate  Conductor  Laureate  of  the  Boston  Pops,  founder  and  Conductor  Laureate 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  Youth  Concerts,  and  music  director  of  the  Boston  Classical  Orchestra. 

In  September  1992  he  was  named  music  director  of  the  Toronto  Pops  Orchestra,  with  which  he  leads  an 
annual  series  of  concerts.  Mr.  Dickson  retired  in  1987  from  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's  first  violin 
section.  A native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  he  is  a graduate  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied  violin  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal  as  a fellowship  student  at 
Berlin's  Hochschule  fur  Musik  and  later  studied  conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the  Domain  School  in 
Maine.  He  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under  Serge  Koussevitzky. 

Active  as  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Dickson  has  conducted  Pops  concerts  with  many  orchestras  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada,  with  the  Jerusalem  Symphony  in  Israel,  and  with  the  Ulster  Symphony  in 
Ireland.  In  addition,  he  remains  active  as  a conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  orches- 
tras at  Symphony  Hall,  on  the  Esplanade,  and  in  other  areas  of  New  England. 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous  awards,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des 
Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He  has  been  honored  by  the  National  Conference  of  the  Humanities  and 
by  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a national  honor  and  professional  association  in  education.  In  1975  the  city  of  Somer- 
ville dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  Winter  Hill  Community 
School,  and  in  1983  the  Boston  Public  Schools  honored  him  by  dedicating  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral 
Suite  in  the  Roland  Hayes  Division  of  Music  at  Madison  Park  High  School.  In  November  1991  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton, in  collaboration  with  the  Boston  Fenway  Group  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  dedicated 
"Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park"  on  Westland  Avenue  near  Symphony  Hall.  Mr.  Dickson  holds  honorary  degrees 
from  many  local  colleges  and  universities,  and  from  the  American  College  of  Greece. 

Renowned  as  a raconteur,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  delighted  audiences  with  his  personal  recollections  of 
many  of  the  world's  great  artists  and  with  his  informed  and  witty  anecdotes  about  life  "behind  the  scenes" 
at  Symphony  Hall.  He  has  incorporated  many  of  these  recollections  into  his  books.  Gentlemen,  More  Dolce 
Please!,  an  entertaining  compilation  about  music  and  musicians,  and  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops.  In 
addition,  he  furthered  the  part-time  conducting  career  of  his  close  friend,  the  late  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom 
he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Through  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
Youth  Concerts,  which  he  founded  in  1959  and  which  have  been  the  model  for  such  concerts  across  the 
country,  Mr.  Dickson  has  built  bridges  between  the  stage  of  Symphony  Hall  and  the  wider  world. 


RON  DELLA  CHIESA 

Host  of  WGBH  Radio's  MusicAmerica  and  the  broadcasts  of  the  Friday-afternoon  BSO  concerts,  Ron  Della 
Chiesa  is  a well-known  Boston  radio  and  television  personality.  His  afternoon  program,  MusicAmerica, 
showcases  the  best  of  America's  popular  music,  from  the  traditional  to  the  contemporary,  cabaret  to  big 
bands  and  Broadway.  Ron  Della  Chiesa  made  his  on-air  debut  at  the  age  of  ten  as  a guest  on  a children's 
program  in  his  hometown  of  Quincy,  Massachusetts.  In  1960  he  began  his  long  association  with  WGBH 
Educational  Foundation,  doing  news  and  promotional  announcements  for  WGBH/Channel  2 before  moving 
to  WGBH  Radio  full-time  in  1969.  He  has  hosted  an  all-night  jazz  program,  GBH  After  Hours,  and  is  a regular 
participant  in  the  Channel  2 Auction.  Over  the  years,  Mr.  Della  Chiesa  has  expanded  MusicAmerica  s format 
to  include  live  performances  and  such  special  features  as  Great  Voices  and  The  Classical  Hour,  featuring 
performances  from  this  country's  classical  music  legacy.  Since  the  1991  -92  season,  Mr.  Della  Chiesa  has 
hosted  WGBH's  broadcast  of  the  Friday-afternoon  BSO  concerts,  which  is  preceded  by  The  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra,  an  hour-long  program  that  includes  features,  interviews,  and  rare  archival  recordings  of 
BSO  performances.  Ron  Della  Chiesa  has  served  as  host  for  numerous  musical  events  in  the  Boston  area, 
including  the  WGBH  Jazz  Concert  Series,  the  Boston  Globe  Jazz  Festival,  and  concerts  at  Symphony  Hall  and 
the  Berklee  Performance  Center.  He  also  hosts  WGBH  Radio's  Sunday-afternoon  BSO  broadcasts  from 
Tanglewood.  He  is  making  a return  appearance  with  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra  for  the  New  Year's  Eve  gala. 


NOTES  ON  THE  PROGRAM 


RADETZKY  MARCH,  Opus  228 

Johann  Strauss,  Sr.  ( 1804-49) 

Johann  Strauss  the  father,  scion  of  an  entire  family  of  famous  waltz  composers,  rose  from  humble  origins 
to  become  a world-famous  composer  (though  his  fame  was  ultimately  overshadowed  by  that  of  his  own 
son,  also  named  Johann,  whom  we  usually  identify  as  "The  Waltz  King").  At  the  age  of  15,  Johann  joined 
the  orchestra  of  Joseph  banner,  later  became  banner's  partner  in  the  creation  of  music  for  the  popular  new 
craze  of  the  waltz,  and  finally  became  his  more  succesful  rival.  Before  his  premature  death  at  the  age  of  45, 
Strauss  reached  the  peak  of  his  profession,  being  named  "Imperial-Royal  Director  of  Music  for  Balls,"  and 
touring  all  over  Europe  with  his  orchestra.  The  Radetzky  March,  composed  in  1848,  is  today  the  most-often 
performed  work  of  Papa  Strauss;  it  symbolizes  the  military  power  of  the  old  Hapsburg  empire  as  much  as 
his  son's  waltz.  The  Blue  Danube,  represents  the  Vienna  of  that  empire. 

OVERTURE  TO  ZAMPA 

Ferdinand  Herold  ( 1791  - 1833) 

Though  he  was  one  of  the  most  successful  composers  of  his  day,  we  remember  little  of  the  music  of  bouis 
Joseph  Ferdinand  Herold.  He  was  a prolific  composer  of  operas-comiques,  that  is  operas,  either  comic  or 
serious,  with  spoken  dialogue.  His  two  most  famous  works,  Zampa  (1831)  and  Le  preaux  c/ercs  (1832),  had 
hundreds  of  performances  in  Paris  before  the  end  of  the  century,  though  all  that  is  really  well  known  today 
is  the  brilliant  overture  to  the  former.  Zampa  is  a kind  of  reversal  of  the  Don  Juan  legend,  in  that  the  pirate 
Zampa  dies  in  the  arms  of  a marble  statue,  the  image  of  a girl  he  had  deceived  and  deserted. 

BEGIN  THE  BEGUINE 

Cole  Porter  (1891 -1964) 

Cole  Porter  wrote  the  1935  show  Jubilee  while  on  a round-the-world  sea  voyage  with  his  collaborator 
Moss  Hart.  While  visiting  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  he  heard  a native  dance  with  a rhythm  that  fascinated  him, 
and  he  used  it  as  the  basis  of  a song.  But  the  song  had  such  an  unusual  form — it  is  far  longer  than  any  other 
popular  song  of  its  era — that  audiences  had  trouble  catching  on  to  it,  and  it  made  little  impression  in  the 
show.  Only  when  clarinetist  and  bandleader  Artie  Shaw  insisted  on  recording  it  simply  because  he  happened 
to  like  it  did  the  tune  take  off;  Shaw's  record  sold  two  million  copies,  and  "Begin  the  Beguine"  was  on  its 
way  to  becoming  one  of  the  most  popular  songs  of  all  time. 

SING,  SING,  SING 

Louis  Prima  ( 191 1-78)/ Benny  Goodman  ( 1909-86) 

New  Orleans-born  jazz  trumpeter  and  vocalist  bouis  Prima  worked  mostly  in  New  Orleans  in  the  late  '20s 
and  early  '30s,  then  led  his  own  band  in  New  York.  One  of  his  best-known  creations,  "Sing,  Sing,  Sing," 
was  made  even  more  popular  in  the  version  created  by  Benny  Goodman  for  his  famous  Carnegie  Hall  con- 
cert— the  first  jazz  concert  ever  given  in  that  historic  concert  hall — in  1938.  Because  the  famous  recording 
made  at  that  event  has  been  a jazz  favorite  ever  since,  Goodman's  additions  to  Prima's  tune  are  now  re- 
garded as  part  of  the  piece,  and  that  is  how  Dick  Hyman  has  arranged  it.

For  more  than  a century,  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  has  served  as  a flagship  of  musical  activity  in  Boston  and 
throughout  the  world.  As  the  largest  orchestral  organization  in  the  world,  the  BSO  extends  its  reach  to  diverse  audi- 
ences well  beyond  Symphony  Hall  and  touches  the  lives  of  more  than  two  million  people  each  year  through  its  touring, 
recordings,  and  radio  and  television  broadcasts. 

The  price  to  achieve  and  sustain  the  artistic  aspirations  of  the  BSO  is  extremely  high,  however,  and  although  operat- 
ing revenues  cover  nearly  63%  of  fixed  costs,  the  BSO  begins  each  year  with  an  operating  shortfall  of  nearly  $13  million 
towards  a budget  of  more  than  $40  million.

Edivard  Everett  Elementary  School 

The  Everett  Elementary  School  is  a small  school  located  in 
the  Uphams  Corner  section  of  Dorchester.  The  school 
building  has  recently  been  renovated  and  includes  a 
Macintosh  computer  library  with  28  stations.  The  Everett 
School  serves  365  children  of  diverse  backgrounds  and 
offers  early  childhood  programs  beginning  at  age  4, 
including  two  extended  day  kindergartens.  The 
philosophy  at  the  Edward  Everett  School  is  that  each 
child  has  incredible  potential  that  needs  to  be  challenged, 
and  so  the  school  sets  high  standards  of  excellence 
because  the  belief  is  that  every  child  is  capable  of  unlim- 
ited success. 

Grover  Cleveland  Middle  School 

The  Grover  Cleveland  Middle  School  for  the  Visual  and 
Performing  Arts  is  located  in  the  historic  Eields  Corner 
section  of  Dorchester.  With  a staff  of  75,  the  school  edu- 
cates more  than  700  children  in  grades  6,  7,  and  8.  Since 
the  school  became  a Theme  school  in  1993,  a major  focus 
has  been  to  educate  all  students  in  the  areas  of  music, 
dance,  theater,  visual  arts  and  writing,  and  academic  sub- 
ject teachers  are  encouraged  to  incorporate  the  arts 
throughout  their  curricula.  The  Cleveland  School  is  one 
of  ten  schools  involved  with  the  Boston  Music  Education 
Collaborative,  a program  which  seeks  to  reintroduce 
music  into  the  Boston  Public  Schools. 

Maurice  J.  Tobin  School 

The  Maurice  J.  Tobin  is  a Boston  Public  School  located  in 
Mission  Hill,  Roxbury.  The  Tobin  has  more  than  500  stu- 
dents in  Grades  K-8  who  participate  in  arts  productions, 
schoolwide  writing  programs,  math  projects,  and  cross- 
age pairings  of  elementary  and  middle  school  students. 
The  Tobin  has  on-site  counseling,  afternoon  programs 
funded  by  a Magnet  Arts  Grant,  the  Northeastern/Tobin 
Scholars  Program,  and  collaborations  with  neighboring 
institutions  and  agencies  that  offer  resources  to  Tobin  chil- 
dren and  families.  This  year,  the  Tobin  received  a School- 
Linked  Services  Grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of 
Education. 

Mission  Church  Grammar  School 

Mission  Grammar  School  has  been  a vital  institution  in 
the  Roxbury  area  for  more  than  100  years.  The  school  is  a 
constant  witness  to  Catholicity  on  Mission  Hill,  and  a 
principal  mission  of  the  school  is  to  form  future  parish 
leaders  who  will  keep  alive  Mission's  traditions,  spirit, 
and  values.  The  atmosphere  in  the  school  encourages 
friendship  and  sociability,  and  the  school  community  is 
rooted  in  many  cultures.  Students  are  aware  of  their  cul- 
tural and  ethnic  backgrounds  and  have  a sense  of  pride 
in  their  roots.  The  school's  curriculum  helps  students  to 
grow,  and  challenges  them  to  strive  for  their  personal  best 
in  all  areas  of  learning. 


Nativity  Preparatory  School,  A Jesuit  Learning  Center 
Nativity  Preparatory  School  is  a Jesuit  middle  school 
dedicated  to  educating  highly  motivated  young  men  from 
the  inner-city  neighborhoods  of  Boston.  Staffed  entirely 
by  full-time  volunteers.  Nativity  Prep  offers  an  academi- 
cally challenging  and  highly  structured  program  that 
includes  a full-day  schedule  of  classes,  an  evening  study 
program,  Saturday  field  trips,  and  a summer  camp.  The 
goals  of  the  tuition-free  school  are  to  prepare  students  for 
admission  to  quality  high  schools  and  to  provide  them 
with  the  encouragement,  tutoring,  and  financial  support 
to  perform  well  at  that  level. 

St.  John  the  Evangelist  School 

St.  John  the  Evangelist  School,  founded  in  1914,  is  dedi- 
cated to  serving  the  educational  and  spiritual  needs  of 
children  from  the  greater  Cambridge  community.  The 
mission  of  the  school,  supported  by  St.  John  the  Evan- 
gelist parish,  is  to  educate  children  in  Catholic  values 
which  will  enable  them  to  move  into  the  mainstream  of 
American  life.  Through  its  programs,  the  school  continues 
to  accomplish  this  mission  and  has  served  its  parishioners 
and  the  many  Haitian  immigrants  who  live  in  the  com- 
munity. Under  the  direction  of  qualified  lay  staff,  and 
with  the  commitment  of  the  parish  community,  the  school 
offers  preschool  through  eighth  grade  education.  The 
school  offers  its  resources  to  Catholics  and  non-Catholics 
alike,  and  enrollments  are  steadily  increasing.  Through 
the  active  participation  of  parent  and  parish  groups,  new 
programs  are  being  developed  as  the  school  strives  to  pre- 
pare itself  for  the  twenty-first  century. 

St.  Mark  School 

St.  Mark  School  in  Dorchester  is  an  inner-city  school  that 
has  a population  of  329  students.  The  most  important  sin- 
gle element  of  an  education  in  St.  Mark  School  is  the 
spiritual  development  of  its  students.  A two-pronged 
approach  is  taken  in  this  area;  not  only  are  children  taught 
the  precepts  of  Christian  Doctrine  and  Christ's  message, 
but  moral  development  to  be  used  in  daily  living  is  also 
emphasized.  The  children  are  encouraged  to  develop 
their  full  potential  and  individuality  in  an  atmosphere  of 
discipline  - not  rigidity  - that  creates  an  excellent  learn- 
ing environment. 

St.  Peter  Elementary  School 

St.  Peter  Elementary  School  in  Dorchester  offers  strong, 
value-centered,  quality  academic  programs  for  Grades 
K-8.  In  its  96th  year,  the  school  serves  a multi-ethnic  stu- 
dent population  and  offers  a variety  of  special  education 
programs  including  the  Write  to  Read  Program,  computer 
classes,  music,  art,  and  physical  education.  In  addition, 
St.  Peter's  has  an  after  school  study  program  and  a 
speech  club.  The  school  values  and  nurtures  growth, 
self-discipline,  and  self-esteem,  and  with  active  parent 
participation,  has  built  a strong  sense  of  community  for 
the  students.

It  was  not  until 
1977  that  he  switched  from  piano  to  singing,  making  his 
debut  at  the  Hollywood  Bowl  as  part  of  the  1980  Playboy 
Jazz  Festival.  A triumph  in  New  York  at  the  Kool  Jazz 
Festival  followed  one  year  later,  and  shortly  thereafter  his 
debut  album,  Bobby  McFerrin.  In  1983,  he  began  unac- 
companied concertizing,  which  led  to  a solo  tour  of 
Germany,  where  the  live  album  entitled  The  Voice  was 
recorded.  Through  the  decade  he  expanded  his  circle  of 
collaborators  and  his  award-winning  discography, 
working  with  Garrison  Keillor,  Jack  Nicholson,  Weather 
Report's  Joe  Zawinul,  Manhattan  Transfer,  and,  for  his 
album  Spontaneous  Inventions  (1986),  Herbie  Hancock,  Jon 
Hendricks,  Wayne  Shorter,  and  Robin  Williams.  He  was 
featured  in  television  commercials,  sang  The  Cosby  Show 
theme,  created  a long-form  video  entitled  Spontaneous 
Inventions,  and  sang  the  theme  music  for  the  film  Round 
Midnight.  With  the  solo  album  Simple  Pleasures  (1988)  and 
the  chart-topping  single  and  video  of  "Don't  Worry,  Be 
Happy,"  Mr.  McFerrin's  career  reached  a new  plateau. 
The  1990  release  Medicine  Music  demonstrated  his 
orchestrating  skills,  especially  in  his  work  with  the  ten- 
voice  group  Voicestra,  with  whom  he  made  several  tele- 
vision appearances,  including  one  on  Evening  at  Pops. 
Bobby  McFerrin's  recent  recordings  including  a duet 
album  with  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma  entitled  Hush,  which  has 
remained  on  Billboard's  Classical  Crossover  Chart  for 
more  than  two  years,  and  a jazz  album  with  pianist 
Chick  Corea  entitled  Play,  which  earned  Mr.  McFerrin 
his  tenth  Grammy  award.  His  1993  rendition  of  Henry 
Mancini's  "Pink  Panther"  theme  for  the  movie  Son  of  the 
Pink  Panther  won  him  wide  acclaim  and  another  Grammy 
nomination.  During  the  spring  of  1994,  he  toured  with 
two  different  groups,  a jazz  trio  called  Bang  Zoom  and  a 
small  vocal  ensemble  called  Hard  Choral;  he  will  con- 
tinue to  perform  with  both  groups  in  1995.  His  latest 
recording,  which  features  accompaniment  by  members 
of  The  Yellowjackets,  will  be  released  in  early  1995,  and 
a series  of  his  solo  performances  are  being  recorded  for 
future  release.  As  a longer-term  project,  Bobby  McFerrin 
is  writing  an  opera  on  commission  from  the  San  Francisco 
Opera  for  its  1997  season  in  collaboration  with  librettist 
Ishmael  Reed  and  director  Peter  Sellars.

Martha  Babcock 

Martha  Babcock  is  assistant  principal  cellist  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  principal  cellist  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  She 
joined  the  BSO  in  1973  and  was  appointed  to  her  current  position  in 
1982.  Born  in  Freeport,  Illinois,  Ms.  Babcock  began  studying  the  cello 
at  nine  and  first  appeared  as  soloist  with  orchestra  at  fourteen.  A cum 
laude  graduate  of  Radcliffe  College,  she  attended  graduate  school  at 
Boston  University's  School  for  the  Arts.  Winner  of  the  Piatigorsky 
Prize  while  a Fellow  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  in  1972,  she 
began  her  professional  career  as  a cellist  at  age  nineteen,  with  the 
Montreal  Symphony  Orchestra.  Ms.  Babcock  has  appeared  with  the 
contemporary  chamber  music  ensemble  Collage  and  with  the  Boston 
Symphony  Chamber  Players,  with  whom  she  recorded  Dvorak's 
string  sextet.  She  has  also  recorded  chamber  works  of  Irwin  Bazelon 
and  Leonard  Rosenman  for  CRI,  and  a duo  by  Rebecca  Clarke  for 
Northeastern  Records. 


Drew  Bledsoe 

Starting  quarterback  for  the  New  England  Patriots,  Drew  Bledsoe 
was  selected  by  the  Patriots  with  the  first  overall  pick  in  the  1993 
NFL  draft.  He  went  on  to  quarterback  a Patriots'  offense  that 
improved  from  its  27th  ranking  to  12th  in  just  one  season.  Born  in 
Ellensburg,  Washington,  Mr.  Bledsoe  was  selected  first  team  all-state 
by  the  Tacoma  News  Tribune  after  his  senior  year  at  Walla  Walla  High. 
He  majored  in  education  at  Washington  State,  where  he  became,  in 
1990,  the  first  true  freshman  to  start  as  quarterback  in  more  than 
thirty  years.  During  the  off-season,  Mr.  Bledsoe  established  the 
Albert  S.  "Stu"  Bledsoe  Eootball  Scholarship,  a $150,000  endowment 
to  his  alma  mater,  named  in  honor  of  his  grandfather. 
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Tanglewood 
Festival  Chorus 


John  Oliver,  Conductor 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  was  organized  in  the 
spring  of  1970,  when  founding  conductor  John  Oliver 
becanae  director  of  vocal  and  choral  activities  at  the 
Tanglewood  Music  Center;  the  chorus  will  celebrate  its 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  in  April  1995.  Co-sponsored  by 
the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  and  Boston  University, 
and  originally  formed  for  performances  at  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra's  summer  home,  the  chorus  was 
soon  playing  a major  role  in  the  BSO's  Symphony  Hall 
season  as  well.  Now  the  official  chorus  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  is 
made  up  of  members  who  donate  their  services,  per- 
forming in  Boston,  New  York,  and  at  Tanglewood,  work- 
ing with  Music  Director  Seiji  Ozawa,  John  Williams  and 


the  Boston  Pops,  and  such  prominent  guest  conductors 
as  Bernard  Haitink,  Roger  Norrington,  and  Simon  Rattle. 
The  chorus  has  also  collaborated  with  Seiji  Ozawa  and  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  on  numerous  recordings, 
beginning  with  Berlioz's  The  Damnation  of  Faust  for 
Deutsche  Grammophon,  a 1975  Grammy  nominee  for 
Best  Choral  Performance.  Recordings  with  Seiji  Ozawa 
and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  on  compact  disc 
also  include  Tchaikovsky's  Pique  Dame  and  Berlioz's 
Requiem  (November  1994  release),  on  RCA  Victor  Red 
Seal;  Strauss's  Elektra,  Mahler's  Second  and  Eighth  sym- 
phonies, and  Schoenberg's  Gurrelieder,  on  Philips; 
Poulenc's  Gloria  and  Stabat  mater  with  Kathleen  Battle, 
on  Deutsche  Grammophon;  and  Debussy's  La  Damoiselle 
eJue  with  Frederica  von  Stade,  on  Sony  Classical/CBS 
Masterworks.  Also  for  Philips,  the  chorus  has  recorded 
Ravel's  Daphnis  et  Chloe  and  Brahms's  Alto  Rhapsody 
with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  under  Bernard 
Haitink's  direction.  They  may  also  be  heard  on  two 
Christmas  albums  with  John  Williams  and  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  "Joy  to  the  World,"  on  Sony  Classical 
and  "We  Wish  You  a Merry  Christmas,"  on  Philips. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus,  John  Oliver  is  conductor  of  the  MIT  Chamber 
Chorus  and  MIT  Concert  Choir,  a senior  lecturer  in  music 
at  MIT,  and  conductor  of  the  John  Oliver  Chorale,  which 
he  founded  in  1977.  Mr.  Oliver  recently  recorded  an 
album  with  the  John  Oliver  Chorale  for  Koch  Inter- 
national to  include  three  pieces  written  specifically  for 
the  Chorale  - Bright  Sheng's  Two  Folksongs  from  Chinhai, 
Martin  Amlin's  Time's  Caravan,  and  William  Thomas 
McKinley's  Four  Text  Settings  - as  well  as  four  works  of 
Elliott  Carter.  His  recent  appearances  as  a guest  conductor 
have  included  performances  of  Mozart's  Requiem  with 
the  New  Japan  Philharmonic  and  Shin  Yu-Kai  Chorus, 
and  Mendelssohn's  Elijah  with  the  Berkshire  Choral 
Institute.  Mr.  Oliver  made  his  Boston  Symphony  conduct- 
ing debut  at  Tanglewood  in  1985.  He  and  members  of 
the  Tanglewood  Eestival  Chorus  joined  Seiji  Ozawa  and 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  for  performances  of 
Berlioz's  Romeo  et  Juliette,  Requiem,  and  Messe  solennelle 
in  Hong  Kong  and  Japan  earlier  this  month. 
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Program  Notes 


The  program  for  A Company  Christmas  at  Pops  1994 
includes  selections  with  a Christmas  or  winter  theme  by 
composers  past  and  present.  Here  are  notes  on  some  of 
the  different  pieces  to  be  heard  this  evening. 

The  best-known  "Hallelujah"  chorus  ever  written 
comes  from  Messiah  of  George  Frideric  Handel  (1685- 
1759);  oddly  enough,  the  work,  composed  in  1741,  took 
some  years  to  achieve  popularity  in  London.  This  chorus, 
however,  with  its  flexible  yet  resilient  alternation  of  long 
melodic  phrases  and  short  outbursts  of  "Hallelujah!", 
became  one  of  the  most  frequently  performed  choral 
compositions  in  the  world. 

The  Bach-Gounod  Ave  Maria  affords  an  interesting 
glimpse  at  the  way  composers  in  two  different  centuries 
thought  about  music.  Johann  Sebastian  Bach's  (1685-1750) 
C-major  prelude  for  harpsichord,  the  opening  piece  in 
the  Well-Tempered  Clavier,  consists  of  a rhythmically  ani- 
mated series  of  chords  in  arpeggiation  which  hint  at  a 
melody.  Bach  considered  that  to  be  a composition  com- 
plete and  sufficient  unto  itself.  But  for  the  Romantic  era, 
a chord  progression  without  a palpable  tune  was  incon- 
ceivable; Charles  Gounod  (1818-93)  filled  in  what  was 
(to  his  mind)  a "gap"  in  the  Bach  piece  by  adding  the 
necessary  melody. 

Operas  and  ballets  often  have  a Christmas  theme.  The 
ballet  The  Nutcracker,  with  its  story  of  Christmas  gifts  and 
magical  transformations,  has  become  a seasonal  tradi- 
tion a century  after  Peter  Ilyich  Tchaikovsky  (1840-93) 
composed  it.  The  German  composer  Engelbert  Hum- 
perdinck (1854-1921)  was  an  ardent  devotee  of  Wagner's 
music,  and  assisted  him  in  preparations  for  the  world 
premiere  of  Parsifal.  Humperdinck  went  on  to  write 


operas  himself,  of  which  the  most  successful,  by  any 
measure,  was  based  on  the  familiar  fairy  tale  recounted 
by  the  Brothers  Grimm  of  Hansel  and  Gretel.  The  opera 
combined  fantasy  and  tunefulness  with  Wagnerian  sym- 
phonic elaboration  - an  unlikely  combination,  but  one 
that  worked  in  this  piece. 

A popular  element  in  many  Christmas  stories  is  that  of 
toys  coming  to  life,  as  they  do  in  The  Nutcracker.  Early  in 
this  century,  families  went  to  see  the  Christmas  show  of 
America's  greatest  operetta  composer,  Victor  Herbert 
(1859-1924)  whose  Babes  in  Toyland  (1904)  featured  a 
wonderful  march  in  which  toy  soldiers  came  to  life  and 
paraded,  with  stiff-legged  gait,  across  the  stage.  The 
"Parade  of  the  Wooden  Soldiers"  by  Leon  Jessel  (1871- 
1942)  a German  composer  of  operettas  and  light  music, 
evokes  the  same  charming  image. 

The  so-called  "Toy  Symphony"  is  not  really  a full-scale 
symphony  at  all,  but  rather  a divertimento,  intended  to  be 
witty  and  diverting.  The  work  is  really  something  of  a 
mystery.  It  was  published  in  the  18th  century  as  a com- 
position by  Haydn,  but  that  is  no  guarantee  Haydn  wrote 
it,  since  publishers  knew  that  his  name  alone  was  enough 
to  sell  a piece.  The  work  has  also  been  attributed  to 
several  other  composers,  including  Leopold  Mozart 
(1719-87),  father  of  Wolfgang,  who  today  is  most  fre- 
quently regarded  as  the  responsible  party.  But  it  really 
hardly  matters  - the  main  point  is  the  fun  to  be  had  from 
the  use  of  toy  instruments  and  noisemakers  in  this 
charming  score.
